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Y ou know how sometimes you 
get in the back of a black cab 
at the end of a stressful day, only 
to emerge 20 minutes later with hardly 
a care in the world? There's a certain 
kind of cabbie whose rolling south 
London accent and gentle conversation 
can be almost as therapeutic as a trip 
to a spa on its day. 

Talking to Timothy Spall delivers exactly 
this effect; he’s one of Britain’s most 
famous acting faces and his voice is 
unmistakably his own, but with his quick 
ability to chuckle and spin anecdotes, 
he’s a man born to make friends with 
whomever he meets. 

Having appeared in over 50 feature 
films and TV series, his CV is broad and 
deep, with acting credits that range from 
Auf Wiedersehen, Pet, to Hamlet, Harry 


Potter to Sweeney Todd, and 
Quadrophenia to Our Mutual Friend. 

The week that we speak, Oscar winner 
The King’s Speech has just registered 
opening weekend box office receipts 
unprecedented for a British period drama. 
Timothy plays Churchill, a role with its 
share of trials and tribulations. 

“I mean, he’s such an iconic figure in 
the lexicon of British life and survival,” he 
says. “He’s such a huge figure, played by 
so many people before. Obviously you’re 
mindful of trying to do it in your own way. 
It’s a great responsibility. In a weird way, 
given it’s only an extended cameo to a 
certain degree, the stakes are higher. You 
don’t want to turn up and get it wrong. 

“I’m such a great admirer of him as 
well. I was only seven and I remember 
sitting up watching his funeral on black

and white telly on my own thinking, ‘My 
God, something important’s happening 
here. You’re always going to annoy some 
people who don’t think you’re their 
version of Churchill, but I’ve been getting 
some nice compliments in the street, 
which is nice given it’s a small role.” 

The other big story of the week is the 
announcement that the actor will receive 
an honorary fellowship from Goldsmiths. 

“I don’t know if that’s big news!” he 
chortles. “But I’m absolutely, utterly and 
totally thrilled by it.” When I ask how it 
differs from the stacks of other awards 
he’s won, dating back to the Bancroft 
Gold Medal he received as most 
promising actor in his year RADA, 
he’s quick to correct me. “I’m very highly 
nominated and very under-awarded,” 
he grins. “I’m often the bridesmaid 


and never the bride. But that’s not me 
carping - I don’t mind!” 

But what about the OBE, I wonder? 

It turns out this might not have been. 

“I got a letter saying, ‘The Prime Minister 
has in his mind to put your name forward 
blah-de-blah.’ I was away in French 
Guiana so I got it three weeks late. I got a 
message from my agent saying ‘Number 
10 wants to know if you want this 
bleedin’ thing or not because you haven’t 
answered!’ I said, ‘Well, I’ll have that, 
yeah, that’d be very nice thank you!”’ 

There was no such hesitation - 
accidental or otherwise - in the case 
of the honorary degree. “My wife went 
there as a mature student and got a 
double honours 2:1, and my daughter 
on the same day that I get my fellowship 
will be receiving 
her postgraduate 
certificate 
of education. 

So it’s not only 
an accolade that 
I’m really humbled 
by and proud of, 
but it’s my local venerable seat of 
learning. Maybe they’re only giving it 
to me because they know I'm only up 
the road!” he jokes. 

He’s spent most of his adult life in 
south east London (first East Dulwich 
and now Honor Oak Park), and has 
raised three children here: his eldest is 
a local primary school teacher, his other 
daughter is a textile designer who owns 
Stag and Bow in Dartmouth Road, 
and his son is a successful actor. 

Spall’s own formative years were spent 
in the capital's south west. “I was 
brought up for the early part of my life in 
Battersea, renowned for its dogs’ home, 
power station - and me!” he banters. 

It was here that his current passion for 
boats took hold. “I grew up in a council 


flat; we were re-housed in a tower block 
when I was 11.1 only had to go up to the 
top of the flats and look out to see the 
River Thames resplendent before me. I’ve 
always loved the Thames and I’ve always 
had an affinity for water.” 

He bought his first boat just as he was 
recovering from cancer in the Nineties, 
and has since upgraded to his current 
seagoing barge, the Princess Matilda, 
named for his granddaughter. “Ours is 
a quite large flat-bottomed boat that has 
a big space for living accommodation. 

It looks a little bit like a canal boat, but 
actually we’ve done nearly 2,000 miles 
on the coast of Britain now. We’re 
halfway round, and we’ve got the rest 
of Britain to do next summer." 

The circumnavigation has given the 

Princess Matilda a few 
hairy moments so far. 
“It’s seen some action, 
put it that way. There’ve 
been a few moments, 
yeah. ‘Are we going 
to die... Um no I think 
we’re going to be 
all right... Yes we’re all right...’ But that’s 
an encapsulation of seven hours. 

The Irish Sea is not a stretch of water 
to be trifled with." 

Timothy Spall’s Somewhere at Sea 
on BBC4 last year documented the 
first leg, and the second series covering 
Cardiff to north east Scotland has just 
been completed. So all that remains 
is to retrieve the vessel from north 
of Aberdeen and navigate it down the 
east coast and back into south London. 

“The south - as in S-A-R-F - is very 
much through my body,” says Mr Spall. 
“Like a bit of Brighton Rock, if you cut me 
I’d have ‘South London’ written all the 
way through. Wouldn’t be a very nice 
thing to look at,” he laughs, “but that’s 
what it would say.”

Darren Ingram explores the delights 
at a rejuvenated Brixton Village market

T he last few years have been 
a roller-coaster ride for Brixton 
Village. The thriving 1930s arcade 
is defiantly bucking the trend of London’s 
declining markets, but it could have been 
a very different story. 

In 2009 the near-empty market faced 
demolition, which campaigners 
successfully battled against. Then along 
came Space Makers Agency, with a 
vision to better use our empty urban 
spaces. Working with market owners they 
offered free short-leases, encouraging 
local artists and foodies to set up shop. 

Fast-forward a little over a year and 
many of those traders are still here, lining 
the now Grade-11 listed avenues with an 
exciting array of new shops, cafes and 
restaurants. The market, full for the first 
time in years, now offers Sunday 


shopping and is awash with music and 
performance when it opens until 10pm 
Thursday to Saturday. 

Upping the style stakes is newest 
arrival Saloon, where Janine Buntman, 
Kamilla Thorsen and Eva Sykes have 
created a wonderful women’s retreat. 
Find striking print dresses from label 
Anami and Janine, which attracts a 
celebrity following. “Holly Willoughby 
and Fearne Cotton have worn them”, 
says designer Janine, who describes 
her creations as, “quirky and feminine, 
for a woman who knows her style.” 

Kamilla’s handmade jewellery uses 
vintage gold and silver and antique 
French beads. Engraved Plexiglas 
bangles feature her signature butterfly 
detailing. Meanwhile Eva brings some 
old-school glamour with her selection of 
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vintage furs, designer finds from Biba and 
re-worked vintage-for-modern pieces. 

Continuing the vintage theme is Margot 
Waggoner, who opened her boutique, 
Leftovers, after hearing about the Space 
Makers project. She sells unique lace 
collars, corsets and clothes and 
accessories from France, dating from 
the 1850s to the 1950s. Margot sources 
everything herself, travelling regularly 
to France visiting vintage markets and 
antiques shops. “It’s the best part 
of what I do, I get to hear the interesting 
stories behind the items and I write them 
on the tags,” she says. 

Another Space Makers success is 
Georgina Jarrett, owner of old-fashioned 
sweet shop Sweet Tooth, where brightly 
coloured jars of nostalgia-inducing 
confectionary line the walls. Sweet Tooth 
has all the traditional favourites, such as 
Bon Bon’s, Rhubarb and Custard’s and 
locally produced fudge. Lesser-known 
treats, like Nigerian Hot Ginger Sweets 
and Island Drops from Jamaica are a nod 
to the area’s rich diversity. 

“During the school holidays,” says 
Georgina, “kids can make bookmarks 
and badges from old sweet wrappers 
at our arts and crafts workshops.” 



When Binki Taylor and Tabitha Rout 
wanted to create something unique 
with their store, Circus, they turned to 
Clapham designers, Studio DB. Now, 
delicate antique ceramics and coloured 
glassware balance on shelves made 
entirely from cardboard. In fact, much 
of the shop is made from the material. 

Men can pick up a copy of Manzine, 
for women there is handmade jewellery 
by Sarah Hodgson, and everyone can 



enjoy books by Herne Hill poet John 
Bentley and intricate drawings by local 
artist Julia McKenzie. 

Even coffee gets the artistic treatment. 
Every latte or cappuccino sold at 
Federation Coffee is adorned with latte- 
art, featuring trendy tulip and Rosetta 
designs. George Wallace and Nick Coates 
gave up careers in the city to follow their 
dream of opening a coffee shop. 

Federation is one of the few London 
coffee shops to roast its own beans, 
which are seasonal and come from 
El Salvador, Ethiopia and Brazil. Their 
passion extends to homemade cakes, 
biscuits and savoury snacks, including 
pumpkin and feta muffin loaf.

Proving that old and new businesses 
can get along together, Etta Burrell buys 
much of her fish and other ingredients 
from within the market. Her restaurant, 
Etta’s Seafood Kitchen, offers a regularly 
changing menu featuring mussels, 
lobster, crab fritters, fish curries and her 
signature seafood linguini. After being 
featured in the Sunday Telegraph, people 
come from far and wide to sample Etta’s 
food, particularly her energising sorrel and 
ginger drink. “They travel from all over 
London, bringing copies of the article for 
me to sign,” she says beaming proudly. 

If you take a liking to sorrel, you can 
also find it as a dipping sauce, nestled 
on the shelves among the homemade 
mustards, jams and pickles at Brixton 
Cornercopia. Part delicatessen, corner- 
store and restaurant; Ian Riley and his 
partner Anne Fairbrother have created 
a place to indulge their passion for local 
and seasonal produce. Dishes have 
included nettles picked from their garden, 
wild garlic from Sydenham and pork 
sourced from the butcher in the market. 

Ian was one of the pioneers; arriving 
when the market was still desolate: “It’s 
changed a lot,” he says, “with progress 
driven by the traders. We’ve just had one 
of the coldest winters ever but it’s going 
to be great in the summer.”

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The royal wedding guest list has been selected, 
so what next?

T he invitations have gone out. The 
bridesmaids and pages have been 
chosen and Buckingham Palace 
is at full speed organising what has been 
dubbed ‘the wedding of the century’. 

Some 1,900 guests including 50 
members of the British Royal Family and 
40 foreign royals will be seated in 
Westminster Abbey alongside the ‘must 
haves’ from the Queen and Prince 
Charles’ side. William and Catherine’s 
friends are obviously important, as well as 
the Middleton contingent. There is also 
government, parliament and diplomatic 
corps, military and clergy, to say nothing 
of two royal households and almost a 
hundred from Prince William’s charities.

Discover the Mediterranean as it once was in the beautiful 
region of Istria, north west Croatia, says Victoria Purcell 


T he Mediterranean is a perennial 
favourite for a summer break, 
but it’s a bit, well, done. So how 
about rediscovering ‘the Mediterranean 
as it once was’? That’s how Croatia has 
been described, and it’s a claim made 
by travel agents and locals alike. 

Forget Dubrovnik, instead head north 
to the heart-shaped peninsula of Istria. 

My partner and I visited last year, landing 
in the port of Rovinj, which is quite 
possibly one of the most beautiful towns 
I’ve ever seen. We stayed at the Hotel 
Monte Mulini, Rovinj’s first five-star hotel. 
Opened in March 2009, it blends subtly 
into the hillside overlooking a quiet bay 
surrounded by a protected nature 
reserve. Grasses and trees roll down to 
the pebble beach, and the view from our 
balcony featured moored yachts, the lush 


nature reserve across the water and 
the open sea to the right. It’s beautiful. 
And so is the hotel itself. 

Designed by leading architects WATG, 
Hotel Monte Mulini is luxurious without 
being ostentatious and contemporary

without being cold. On entering there 
are the obligatory columns and marbled 
floors, but what greets you is stunning 
- uninterrupted views of the bay, courtesy 
of a dramatic glass wall that drops down 
from the third-floor lobby to the poolside. 
With the view unfurling beneath you, you 
could be floating on air. 


Our spacious third-floor room was 
kitted out with bespoke furniture, 
sensuous fabrics and Croatian artwork. 
The bathroom, a huge, marbled expanse 
boasting double sinks, a huge tub and 
partioned-off wet-floor shower and toilet, 
is the most fabulous I have ever set foot 
in. A nice touch is the wardrobe, which 
opens on both sides into the bathroom 
and the hall. Holing yourself up in your 
room for the duration is an attractive 
option, so it’s a good idea to get some 
activities booked into the diary. 

We enjoyed a walking tour of Rovinj’s 
old town, just a short stroll from the hotel 
across the port. Part of the Venetian 
Empire for over 500 years, the old town 
perches on a peninsula, crowded with 
terracotta-roofed houses that stretch from 
the waterfront up to the 18th century 
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Venetian Baroque Cathedral of St 
Euphemia, which perches atop the hill. 
Wander about the cobbled alleys among 
delightful galleries and shops spilling out 
onto the streets with local arts and crafts. 
Browse the open-air markets, heaving 
with local produce, before stopping off at 
one of the lively cafes edging the central 
square for a coffee or tiramisu ice cream. 

The food is delicious. Olive oil is 
produced locally, the area is famous for 
truffles, and the Italian influence is very 
apparent, with pasta dishes, fresh fish 
and grilled meats in abundance. Hotel 
Monte Mulini offers two dining options 
- a Mediterranean fusion restaurant with

those fabulous sea views, and French 
delicacies in the Wine Vault, where you 
can sit under vaulted ceilings or poolside 
on the terrace. 

For more rustic feasting, head to the 
centre of Rovinj, where you can dine out 
with a carafe of local wine for very little 
money (unless you opt for the waterfront 
venues, where you pay for the view). 

I recommend the seafood salad at Veli 
Jo e, at the western edge of the harbour, 
and do spend an evening at Konoba 
Kantinon, a wonderfully charming old- 
fashioned cantina over on the east of the 
harbour. The seafood is out of this world. 

We also visited Savudrja, an unspoiled 
fishing village on the northwestern-most 
tip of Istria (and the country), where the 
Croatians relax. The year 2009 saw 
another first here; Croatia’s first five-star 
seaside golf and spa resort, Kempinski 


Hotel Adriatic. Again, 
the sea views are 
breathtaking. From 
our balcony, the blue 
hue of the pool 
blends seamlessly 
with the Adriatic Sea. 
Venture down to the 
beach and you can 
see the coast of 
Slovenia. On a clear 
day you’ll see Italy. 

The rooms here are 
less cosy than at the Monte Mulini - more 
cool, crisp lines and less in the way of 
textiles - but luxurious nonetheless. 

A visit to the hotel’s vast Carolea Spa 
is a must. It has more saunas and steam 
rooms than I have ever laid eyes on - all 
touting varying scents and temperatures. 
The heated waterbeds in the relaxation 
room are to die for, and the risk of 
sleeping through dinner is pretty high, 
but if you do manage to keep your eyes 
open, dine out on the vast terrace at the 
Dijana restaurant, which serves traditional 
Mediterranean cuisine including moreish 
pasta dishes with generous truffle 
shavings. Over at the beachside 
conference centre, Kanova serves 
authentic Istrian-style cuisine, and Slice 
at the clubhouse features a peaceful, 
first-floor terrace overlooking the rolling 
countryside. Incredible at sunset.

From Savudrja, take a drive to the 
pretty medieval town of Gro njan, which, 
deserted after the war, became popular 
with creatives and was formally declared 
a Town of Artists in 1965. Galleries are 
dotted everywhere, recitals are given by 
tenors or jazz players during the Gro njan 
Musical Summer festival, and the views 
of the Mirna Valley are spectacular. 

We totally fell for Istria - the food, the 
people, the natural beauty and history. 
Hire a car, explore the sleepy fishing 
villages on the coast, head inland to hunt 
out truffles, sample fresh extra virgin olive 
oil and local wines and, most significantly, 
enjoy the peace and quiet. It really is the 
Mediterranean as it once was...

Keston 


T his month saw the launch of the 
Keston Kitchen Supper Club. 

We spent weeks planning the 
opening night menu to ensure the menu 
reflected our love of local, seasonal food. 

I was in charge of dessert. 

March is a tricky month for foodies, 
but I was pleased to discover that forced 
rhubarb was thriving in these wintery 
climes (SMBS on Lordship Lane stocks 
rhubarb from Nottinghamshire). Fellow 
Keston Kitchen chef, Rachael, is a 
master pastry chef, and so the rhubarb 
and custard tart was born. 

Rachael made sweet, shortcrust pastry 
with orange zest, which goes deliciously 
well with rhubarb. The key to the pretty 
pink and yellow tart is to roast the 
rhubarb rather than stew it, so it keeps 
its shape. The filling is creme patisserie; 
the set custard used in French tarts. 

It is a well balanced pud, with sharp 
rhubarb, creamy custard, crumbly, buttery 
pastry and creme fraTche with a hint 
of vanilla as a subtle accompaniment. 

I think it’s fair to say that opening night 
at the Keston Kitchen was a success... 
the proof is in the pudding!

Rhubarb and custard tart, serves 8 

INGREDIENTS 

• 450g sweet shortcrust pastry (if you’re 
making your own add the zest of V 2 an 
orange) 

• 4 stalks of rhubarb 

• 3 tbsp caster sugar 

• Juice from 1/2 orange 

• 2 tsp vanilla essence 

• Small pot of creme fraTche 

For the creme patisserie (NB: this makes 
twice the quantity needed but it will keep 
in the fridge for two days, handy for an apple 
tart or to enjoy with stewed fruit) 

• 6 egg yolks 

• 120g caster sugar 

• 30g cornflour 

• 10g plain flour 

• 560ml milk 

• 1 vanilla pod 

• 15g butter 

METHOD 

For the creme patisserie, whisk together the 
egg yolks and half the sugar until pale and 
creamy. Sift in the cornflour and flour and mix 


well. Put the milk, remaining sugar and 
vanilla pod in a saucepan. Bring just to the 
boil, then strain over the egg yolk mixture, 
stirring constantly. Pour back into a clean 
saucepan and bring to the boil again, stirring 
constantly. Boil for two minutes, stir in the 
butter and leave to cool. Transfer to a clean 
bowl and lay cling film on top to prevent 
a skin forming. Refrigerate until needed. 

Roll out the pastry to line a 23cm (9 inch), 
loose-based tart tin. Chill in the fridge for 
20 minutes. Meanwhile, slice the rhubarb 
into 1 -inch slices, put in a roasting tray, 
sprinkle with the caster sugar and pour over 
the orange juice. Roast for 20 minutes until 
cooked but firm enough to hold their shape. 
Leave to one side to cool slightly. 

Once chilled, line the pastry shell with 
greaseproof paper and scatter over baking 
beans. Blind bake for 10 minutes, remove 
the paper and bake for a further 5 minutes 
until just cooked but still pale. 

Fill the pastry with the creme patisserie 
and arrange the rhubarb on top. Bake for 
25 minutes until the pastry is golden. Leave 
to cool completely. 

Stir the vanilla essence into the creme 
fraTche. Serve chilled.

Sip from 
a flute (plastic) in the rain and admire the swell of Dulwich umbrellas. 

I must now alert you to Chateauneuf du Pape, where the grapes are 
fermented with age-old finesse and knowledge. A classy spice and 
berry on the nose with plum, cherry, leather and tar on the tongue. Clos 
de L’Oratoire des Papes Chateauneuf du Pape 2008 (£1 8.99 from 
selected Sainsbury’s) delivers a rich length and finish that is particularly 
apposite for royal wedding watching... 

Time now for an authentic, medium-bodied Marcillac 2009 with 
sun-kissed grapes from south west France. Crafted by winemaker 
Philippe Teulier, you may even be inspired to order a crate from Les 
Caves de Pyrenees at £9.99 a bottle. The damson, Victoria plum and 
elderberry flavour make this red a perfect choice for an early picnic, 
and the aroma of red fruits and leather will doubtless attract admirers 
(keep your bottle close if in large company). 

Time for celebration in Lordship Lane as a new shop Give + Take 
has emerged with style and vision. I offered my support by accepting 
a glass of Frizzante Legatura Mionetto, donated by the gorgeous 
East Dulwich Deli (do check out their secret armoury of exclusive 
wines). Apart from the bottle 
having the prettiest of pink string 
on the cork - style, darling - this 
classic Italian Prossecco offers a 
delicious assault of strawberries, 
apricot and a subtle lift of citrus to 
make it the perkiest of Frizzantes. 

I left the shop reeling with joy.

T hings are changing at the 

Elephant. After years of promises, 
the makeover is finally underway. 
The Heygate is due for demolition (any 
day now, really), and the area outside the 
tube station is already shaping up rapidly 
as a new public square. Scuttle across 
it and you’ll come to My Big Fat Greek, 
next to the towering new Strata building. 
(Look out for the chariot-cum-bike parked 
up outside - a promotional tool, I’m told!) 


The Greeks take their 
food very seriously, 
devoting much of their 
time to the art of eating. 
And an art form it is - one 
that us Brits could learn 
a thing or two about. I use 
myself as a case in point. 
The boyfriend and I know 
full well Greek food demands respect, 
that quantities are vast and dishes are 
to be lingered over. But that first whiff 
of charcoal grilled meats and we turned 
savage, ordering the full meze, which 
promises a selection of hot and cold 
starters, fish dishes and succulent meats. 
In around an hour and 30 minutes we 
had virtually demolished the lot, at which 
point Lenny, the charming Cypriot owner, 
came over to tell us that in Greece 


(and indeed Cyprus), a meal like that 
would be a four-hour affair. Oh. 

But how does one pace oneself when 
presented with such deliciousness? 
Taramasalata, tzatziki, hummous, 
beetroot salad, butter bean salad, tuna 
salad, tabouleh and, a new one for me, 
tirokafteri (a spicy dip made with feta). 
Then, the fish dishes: calamari, king 
prawns marinated in garlic sauce, baked 
mussels and an outstanding fish salad. 
Here, we started to struggle, yet the odd 
scoop of taramasalata on freshly baked 
flatbread was simply irresistible. 

And finally, the marinated, chargrilled 
meats - chunks of chicken, lamb and 
wonderfully rich Greek sausages, with 
the juicy onions and tomatoes they’d 
been skewered with. Served, of course, 
with a Greek salad. Heavenly.

W hen I mentioned to a Cypriot 
colleague I was dining at The 
Real Greek, she wrinkled her 
nose in disapproval. But Londoners seem 
to like it - founded in 1999 by Theodore 
Kyriakou, the original branch in Hoxton 
won Best New London Restaurant. 

In the New Year the chain announced 
it was adding calorie counts to the menu, 
and since I can no longer get away with 
eating whatever I like anymore, I welcome 
the idea. Alas, I never was any good 
at calorie counting, and with an impatient 
boyfriend yawning across the table, I 
surrendered to the souvlaki platter for two. 


That’s one lamb, one halloumi and 
vegetable and one chicken souvlaki (or 
wrap), which comes with any two sides 
(a Greek salad and saffron rice for us). 
That little lot comes to 2,669 calories, 
but that’s between two and, since he ate 
more, and I found the rice too dry, I’m 
dividing that by three to give 890 calories. 
Not bad, but we didn’t stop there... 

We dabbled with bread and dips (1,204 
kcal if you get through it all - we got 
through about half, which translates as 
about 300 kcal for me), and pre-souvlaki 
we’d sampled the lamb cutlets grilled 
with thyme (half of 881 kcal) and home- 


cured, beer-battered salt cod, (half of 346 
kcal). Add to that a couple of Mythos 
lagers and the diet game is up at over 
1,800 calories. But hey, I’m still under 
the recommended 2,000 calories a day! 

So there you go, dieters, lose sight of 
the goal and you’re done for, but a little 
planning (the menu is online, so tot up 
your totals before you go) and you’re 
home free! Oh, and did I mention how 
delicious those souvlaki were? The 
halloumi and vegetable one especially, 
skewered with onions and peppers, 
chargrilled and wrapped in flatbread with 
tzatziki and tomato relish. Mmmm... 
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... but it doesn’t have to be a battlefield.

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W hich exam will be your 
child's passport to 
University? Hang on a 
minute, don’t get things 
out of proportion. They’re only exams, just 
tools, just a small part of education. What 
really makes a difference is the school, in all it 
is and all it cares about. It’s much more 
important to choose the right school for your 
child than the right exam. 

What matters is that your child is inspired to 
do their very best. All sorts of things contribute 
to this - the spirit of the school, the quality of the 
head, the breadth of the teaching, things 
extracurricular - sport, art, drama. Exams play a 
part in this too - as I am about to get around to 
explaining. But don’t get them out of proportion. 

A levels are perfectly good exams, and a good 
preparation for university, but they are plodding 
shadows of the exams that I took 40 years ago. 
Not so long ago, when my son was taking his 
Economics A level, I took a close interest. I know 
that I ought to understand the subject better. 
What he told me of the teaching was fascinating - 
wide ranging, challenging, full of insights. The 
exam, though, was dull, dull, dull. Parse the 
question, regurgitate set answers, tick tick tick

full marks. Far too much time had to be spent 
learning how to pass the exam, rather than 
exploring economics. 

A levels do, though, incorporate a strong basis 
of knowledge. They will usually suit a diligent 
and determined student. They will always suit a 
student to whom tedium is not an obstacle. A 
good school will build enough fascination and 
interest round them to keep pupils motivated 
and on track.

T he Good Schools Guide Advice 

Service helps parents find the 
best school for their child. This 
involves balancing concerns 
about academics, facilities, location and day 
or boarding. Increasingly, parents are anxious 
about the merits or otherwise of educating 
boys and girls separately. Recently, a parent 
who had requested a list of schools for her 
daughter, turned up, anxious and weepy, 
asking why we had recommended girls' only 
schools as she didn’t want her daughter 'to be 
a lesbian'. Although this was an exceptional 
reaction to the idea of single sex education, we 
do still get parents who worry that separating 
the sexes - particularly in a boarding school - 
is "unnatural". 

Loving parents, shuddering at memories of 
their own shuttered childhoods, cite the 
cliquiness and bitchery of girls en masse and 
claim that mixing the sexes during the formative 
years is healthier. Likewise, parents of shyer, more 
sensitive boys are wary of the heartiness of an all¬ 


male school and express real fear for their son 
who ‘really has no interest in football’. 

Statistics support both sides of the argument. 
The Girls' Schools Association (GSA) quotes 
learned studies to prove that girls achieve more 
highly without boys around and, in fact, the 
academic league tables are always top heavy with 
girls' schools. Headmistresses smugly cite cases of 
girls who, misguidedly, leave them after GCSEs 
for co-ed sixth forms and slink back half way 
through the first term, wearied by being eyed up 
and talked down to and generally not treated as 
'equal'. Boys, on the other hand, thrive in co¬ 
education. Girls mature earlier, are self-motivated 
and generally concentrate better. They show the 
boys that it is cool to work and boys, in general, 
rise to the challenge. Seemingly, the top boys- 
only schools don’t need the girls for this. Their 
teaching is inspiring, the atmosphere stimulates 
intellectual exploration and achievement is sky- 
high. However, arguably our top London boys' 
school - Westminster - has for more than 40 years 
taken girls into its sixth form. 


Do you detect a paradox here? Girls do better 
academically, feel under less social pressure, make 
life-long friendships in single sex schools. Boys, in 
general, do better in co-ed. But it is girls' only 
schools which are feeling the pinch. Closed over 
the last few years are more than a dozen girls' 
schools including West Heath, Princess Diana’s 
school, and hitherto treasured preserves of 
girldom such as Bedgebury and St Mary’s Hall. 

So what’s a loving parent to do? In the end, 
there is only one answer. Look at the child you’ve 
got. Will he work and play hard whatever the 
distractions? In that case, go ahead and consider 
co-ed. Will she wilt if she has to compete for the 
boys' attention? Or the masters'? Girls only for 
her then, perhaps. But is the single sex/co-ed 
question the most important one in his/her case? 
Anyway, all decent single sex schools now 
collaborate on debating, drama, music and 
expeditions with their local opposites. And, 
funnily enough, the number of lesbians does not 
appear to have diminished with the demise of so 
many girls' only schools.

Where are you working at the moment? 

Currently I am headmaster of Roedean Junior 
School in Brighton, where I have been for four 
years. I have also been an Independent Schools 
Inspectorate inspector for two years and teaching 
for 20 years in total, mostly in independent 
schools. I am also a governor of a state school 
which allows me to stay in touch with 
developments in the state sector. 

What do you hope to bring to Sydenham 
High Junior School? 

I am someone who wants the best for children’s 
education because I didn’t have the best 
educational experience myself - this has been the 
overriding driving force in my career. I make sure 
we understand the individual so every child 
fulfils and realises their potential and really goes 
for it. I hope to build on the fantastic work that 
has gone before and ensure there is excellence for 
all. I want the girls to succeed in ways that reflect 
their unique aptitudes and prepare them for 
secondary school, university and beyond. They 
have to be global learners who will be successful 
in the world beyond school. 

Will it be strange working at a girls’ school? 


At the school I am in now the vast majority of 
pupils are girls (there’s only a very small 
proportion of boys in the younger years) and it 
feeds into a single sex school, and so I believe I 
am the right male for the job! I also think I am 
the right person because the ethos of Roedean 
Junior School and Sydenham High Junior 
School is similar in terms of preparing the girls 
for what the future holds. 

Is single sex education beneficial before 11 
years of age? 

Boys and girls do learn differently. Girls are 
often more advanced than boys at this age so we 
can focus on just teaching one sex. We can adapt 
our teaching style to make sure we are getting 
the best out of the girls. 

What makes a good school? 

The vital things needed to make a successful 
junior school are high expectations, the 
involvement of parents and community spirit. 
My fourth one is to have fun whilst you are 
doing all of that. 

What are your views on traditional subjects 
versus theme-based learning? 


There is a place for both. Children need a firm 
foundation of core skills - the 3Rs and 
introduction to the academic curriculum in 
subjects like languages and science. Cross 
curriculum learning is excellent because the aim 
is to relate traditional subjects to real life. For 
example, by teaching history in drama classes it 
allows us to go into more depth. All the subjects 
contribute to making the whole person. We may 
have someone who is struggling at English and 
so as well as supporting them with their studies 
in that subject we may recognise they are an 
excellent artist and so we offer a broad and active 
curriculum plan to meet individual needs. 

Final words before you start in September? 

I am looking forward to working at the school 
and meeting the parents and getting to know the 
girls. I am also looking forward to working as a 
team and a community to build on Mrs Risk’s 
excellent work and take Sydenham High Junior 
School to new heights.

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Julie Harper of Lordship Lane Vets 
on travelling abroad with your pet 

Y our pet is your companion, so wanting to take your cat 
or dog on holiday with you is understandable. In the past 
this has been tricky, but people are travelling increasingly 
with their pets, thanks to the Pet Travel Scheme (PETS). 

For an animal to enter the UK via PETS and avoid quarantine, 
microchipping and vaccination against rabies must take place 
at least seven months before the date of return, and blood testing 
to confirm they have made enough antibodies to the vaccine at 
least six months before. They must also be treated against ticks 
and tapeworm 24-48 hours before checking in for departure. 

You will also need to check that your airline or ferry company 
and accommodation accepts pets (you can travel with Eurotunnel, 
but not by Eurostar). Remember to take bedding, food and water 
for the journey, and your pet must have adequate room to move 
around and lie down. 

It is also important to talk to your vet about protecting your pet 
against serious diseases abroad. Leishmaniasis - common around 
the Mediterranean - causes skin problems, weight loss, eye 
disease, lameness, and kidney failure. It is spread by sand flies 
in wooded areas, feeding on blood at night, so avoid high-risk 
areas by keeping your dog indoors from one hour before dusk 
to one hour after sunrise, and using insecticides. 

Other diseases to be aware of include heartworm, which 
is transmitted by mosquitoes and mainly affects dogs (symptoms 
include a cough and lethargy and it can lead to heart failure); 
babesiosis, caused by organisms transmitted by ticks destroying 
red blood cells (symptoms include fever, anaemia, weakness and 
blood in the urine); and ehrlichiosis, spread by ticks, which affects 
white blood cells causing bleeding disorders (symptoms include 
fever, nose bleeds, skin haemorrhages and possibly convulsions). 
But don’t have nightmares, simply talk to your vet for advice!

fame game 


M aybe you are camera shy; 

perhaps the kissing scenes 
would fill you with dread; 
or possibly it is just because you have 
the sort of face more suited to radio. 

But for whatever reason you might not 
have made it as a film or TV star, your 
home need not go the same way - and 
by registering it with a film location 
company it could net you £500 a day 
if used for a fashion 
shoot, between £800 
to £1,000 for an 
advertising still, 
or £1,500 plus for 
a motion picture. 

South London might not seem like the 
obvious backdrop for a blockbuster, but 
the list of movies being shot here is long. 
Scenes from The Dark Knight, for 
example, were filmed at Battersea Power 
Station, sequences from Harry Potter 
were shot in Southwark, and sections of 
Clint Eastwood’s latest release Hereafter 
were filmed along Walworth Road. 

The opportunities exist and, although 


using your home as a film set might 
involve up to 50 strangers stomping 
through it and chipping the paint, you 
could be handsomely rewarded. Less 
close to home, for instance, Olivia Decker 
reportedly opened up her 17th-century 
chateau in France for nine days for 
The Da Vinci Code, receiving $108,000. 
Obviously, owning a chateau helped, 
but your home doesn’t need to be lavish 
to have star appeal. 

Andrea Kapos, 
a freelance director, 
who formerly worked 
at the BBC and 
regularly uses the 
services of film location experts, says: 

“It’s not important how fancy your house 
or flat is. Yes, it’s helpful if it’s spacious 
so it can accommodate a film crew, but 
it doesn’t have to be lavish. Homes that 
regularly get used look normal,” she says. 

Photographer Tim Kent owns one such 
house. His four-bedroom Victorian terrace 
near Camberwell Green, registered with 
three film location companies, including

Shoot Factory, has been used as a 
backdrop for numerous catalogue shoots 
as well as for a TV programme for ESPN. 

“I get between £600 and £1,200 a day 
for the catalogue shoots, which comes 
in very useful,” says Mr Kent. “One 
company shortlisted my house as a 
potential backdrop for a TV movie. Filming 
would have lasted 12 weeks, but they 
were talking about paying £90,000, so 
it was a great shame it never happened.” 

Matthew Bryant is the boss of Film 
Locations UK, a location-finding agency 
that has been up and running for 10 
years. He says he gets between two and 
three homeowners trying to register their 
properties with his firm each day. 

“It is big business, but not as big as 
it was,” he says. “Like everything else 
production companies are being stung 
by the recession. Recently, for example, 

I had a call from a Dutch production 
company wanting to pay just £2,000 
a week to shoot in a five-bed house 
in south London for five weeks. That 
just isn’t going to happen.” 


But there is still a lot of money out 
there, says Bryant, who takes a 15% 
cut of earnings from registered properties. 
“I always welcome new properties 
because production crews are always 
on the hunt for something new.” 

Just north of the river, chartered 
surveyor Jonathan Cope was the 
beneficiary of one such hunt after Yakult 
paid £3,750 to shoot a TV commercial in 
his Shoreditch flat for two and a half days. 

“Our flat is in a converted warehouse 
close to Old Street,” says Cope, whose 
property is registered with film location 
firm Amazing Space. “It’s about 1,000 
sq ft and is open plan with some big 
glass doors out to a terrace. One of the 
reasons Yakult filmed here was so they 
could set up some large lights outside.” 


One tip he has is to leave the film crew 
to it. “It’s a bit odd to see your furniture 
being moved around by a group of 
strangers,” he adds, “but they are very 
professional. They photograph everything 
and put it all back exactly where they find 
it - even the order of the cookbooks.” 

Kapos agrees, but offers a more 
sobering perspective: “Would I open 
up my home to a film crew? The short 
answer is no. It can be very lucrative 
and you could pay off your mortgage with 
the right house, but I’m too close to it. 

“I’ve been there when 50 strangers are 
making unpleasant comments about 
the homeowner because of what his 
or her place looks like. The thought of 
that happening to me makes me cringe, 
but that’s showbusiness I guess.”
